God forbid.- We 
are weak enough and imperfect 
enough “as it is.. To ignore our best 
ideals ‘of justice would: be to tuke off 
all:the brakes.and permit the down- 
ward tendencies of our depraved na- 
tures to go rapidly from bad to worse 
—to carry us further and further from 
God and the standards of character 
which he approves. We can surely 
be .content to do nothing less than 
our. very best to live up to our own 
ideals. and to reise those ideals as 
nearly. as possible to the Divine 
standard. s 

Suppose: we do. our very best daily 
to measure'up to our highest concep- 
-tions of -our God-given ideals ard 
standards, would’ God. accept of this 
‘and count us worthy of his favor and 
of eternal life? . Surely-not. The Law 
of the Lord is rfectj Justice . is 
‘Justice. ‘Not the. hearer of a Jaw, not 
the well-wishing, receives the reward, 
but... the doer,-. the obedient! Here, 
then, we find ourselves in difficulty. 
With our hearts, our minds, we ap- 
prove God’s Law .and .desire to be 
obedient to him, but find, as St. Paul 
says, that. “many things.we wish to 
do we.fail to accomplish; and many 
of the ‘things .we do. not wish to do 
we cannot avoid.: “We cannot do 
the things that. we.would.’”’ We..ap- 
prove the excellent demands of God's 
Law. We disapprove the. imperfec- 
tions of our own flesh. ' Like St. Paul, 
we cry out, ‘“O wretched man that I 
am! who shall deliver me from my 
dead body?’—this. body that is im- 
perfect through inherited sin and 
weakness. With our minds we serve 
God’s Law and approve it; but with 
our bodies we come short. What. is 
our hope? How shall we be deliver- 
ed? Can we prevail upon God to 
change the reasonable requirement 
of our’ text so that it shall read, What 
doth' God require of me but to will 
justly and do’ imperfectly? We can- 
not hope for such a change in the 
Divine Law. Are we then hopeless 
as respects Divine approval and eter- 
nal life? (Romans vii, 17-24.) 

In our moment of perplexity we 
hear God’s message “‘speaking peace 
through Jesus Christ our Lord.” The 
message Of peace’is that what we 
could not do for ourselves in the way 
of lifting.ourselves up to Divine ap- 
proval God has provided’ shall be 
done for us through our Lord*'Jesus 
Christ. Our failure to keep the Law 
marks us.as,unworthy of eternal life, 
and worthy of the wages of sin—not 
eternal torment, but death. God in 
merey concluded to offer us eternal 
life as a gift—because of our not ac- 
tually meriting it under his legal re- 
quirements. Thus we read, ‘The 
wages of-sin is Cceath; but the gift 
of God is eternal life through Jesus 
Christ our Lord’? (Romans vi, , 23). 
What we could not obtain legally 
under the Divine requirements Goa 
_proffers to us as a gitt. But the giit 
is a conditional one us expressed in 
the words, “through Jesus Christ our 
Lord.’’ Only those who accept Jesus 
Onrist as ‘‘the Way, the ‘Lruth, and 
the Life,” muy have God’s gilt of 
eternal life. Hence it will be seen 
-hat it is wholly a mistake to suppose 
that the heathen at home or abroud 
ecxn get eternal life, the gift of God, 
in ignorance of Christ. All the Scrip 
tures confirm this and declare not 
only thet we cannot save ourselves 
by obedience to the terms of God’s 
Law, but. that ‘‘‘there is none other 
name under heaven given among nen, 
whereby we must be suved’’--through 
faith in his name—through faith in 
his blood (Acts iv, 12). 

But how is this done justly? and, 
why does God so limit his git of eter- 
nal life? 

God’s Law represents himself and 
cannot chunge. He cannot require less 
uhun pertection. ‘lo do so would be to 
fill the Universe to ali eteruity with 
uepraved and impertect beings. God 
has a higher plan than this and de- 
clares;XAs the heavens ure higher 
than the earth, so are my ways higher 
than your ways’’ (Uisaiun lv, 9). He 
explains that his ultimute purpose is 
thut there shall be no imperiect crea- 
ture in all‘his Universe. All whose 
hearts are loyal to him and the prin- 
ciples of his Government shall be per- 
fected, and all others shall be destroy- 
ed-in the Second Death. ‘hus, event- 
ually, every knee shall bow and every 
tongue confess to the glory of God. 
‘hen every creature which is in heav- 
en,~and on the earth, and under the 
earth, shall be heard saying, Blessing, 
and honor and g.ory und power be 
unto him that sitteth upon the throne, 
and unto the Lamb forever (Revela- 
tion v, 18). . 

Possibly God could have arranged
